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Elder Barton said: Perhaps there 
is no greater evidence to prove how 
far the world has stepped aside from 


the right path, than that they deny 
the very fundamental principles of 
salvation. What is the rock upon 


which Jesus said he would build his 
Church? I answer, revelation: con- 
tinued from God. His mind and will 
must be constantly made known to 
man. There is nothing new about 
this doctrine, The Bible, which we 
claim to be true, gives us many in- 
stances. God revealed his will to 
Noah, and gave him directions how to 
build the ark, Enoch must have had 
continued revelation, for it is said of 
him, he walked with God. Moses was 
called to deliver Israel. How minutel 

the Lord revealed his mind and will 
concerning the children of Israel to 
that man, setting forth their every 
day duties. They were led day by 
day, just as the will of the Lord came 
tothem. Joshua afterwards took the 
leadership, but God did not close the 
heavens, bat continued to instruct 


him by revelation. What a privilege 
to be led by men inspired from on 
high. God is also merciful—he would 
not destroy the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, if there could be found 
only ten righteous persons therein. 
Lot, although living in the doomed 
city of Sodom, was saved through 


being warned by the angels to leave 


the place. What a blessing it is to 


believe in a temporal as well as a 


spiritual salvation. Lot could bear 
testimony that the Lord lived. 

After king Saul, transgressed, he 
was not entitled to the guidance 
heaven. When Saul saw the host 
of the Philistines, he was afraid, and 
his heart greatly trembled. And when 


Saul enquired of the Lord, the Lord 


answered him not, neither by dreams, 
nor by Urim, nor by Prophets.” 
1 Sam. xxviii, 5, 6. Then, bat like 
men to-day, he sought the aid of those 
who“ peeped and muttered,” sought 
revelation from an unreliable source. 
How fallen the condition of —_ 
when they have not the mind of

Elder John H. Smith solicited the 
faith and prayers of the Saints.

We 
are founded on the principle of faith. 
Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seen.” (Heb. xi, 1.) I believe in the 
true Christian religion, in the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ as taught in purity, as 
it existed in the days of the Apostl 
and has not so existed since, unti 
revealed in these the last days. We 
all realize that in every actien we per- 
form, we are actuated by a certain

We come as honest 
men and tell you in soberness, and 
bear testimony, that the angel that 
Jehn saw has come and brought his 
message to Joseph Smith. He related 
the history of the introduction of the 
Gospel by the holy angel, and the 
restoration of the Priesthood by John 
the Baptist and the Apostles Peter 
Jamesand John. He said: the 
told Joseph Smith to go forth and get 
baptized for the remission of sins, thus 
following the example of Jesus, when 
he demanded baptism of John. (Matt.

May we be brought to understand 
the positions we occupy, and to in- 
vestigate the principles of the Gospel. 
I promise you, in the name of Israel’s 
God, that you shall know it is true if 
you will embrace it. 


Elder Hardy : I am pleased in hav- 
ing this opportunity of adding my 
testimony to that of the brethren, and 
raising my voice in defence of the 
‘truth. I have a testimony that I wish 
to bear, for Ido kuow that the words 
which have been uttered here are true, 
and I am anxious that all men should 
receive and enjoy the same truths. 
We come not to bring you a procla- 
mation of our own fabrication, nor for 
the sake of being heard. We have 
not time to leave our homes for this. 
The Gospel has been restored. We 
have been made to rejoice and we are 
desirous the people should be blessed. 

Our specific object to-day, is to de- 
clare the words of the great proclama- 
tion good news—glad tidings of great 
joy coming to you, and to all the in- 

bitants of the earth. What mean 
you, says the inquirer, when you say, 
the everlasting Guspel is restored ? 
It would take a great deal of time to 
show you the awful ‘‘falling away” 
that bas taken place. 2 Thess., ii, 1—4. 
The world can look around, and see 
the position they are in. Are they 
—s better and getting nearer to 

, or is it the opposite? See how 
the efforts of men to reform the world 
fail—signally fail. If I ask my friends, 
Do you desire salvation? The uni- 
‘versal is Les! this is what we 
want. ve we the Gospel of divine 
truth? Do I know that I am engaged 
in the work of God? Can we say this? 
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If we chnnot we have not sincerely 
received the Gospel. 

We come not with a new doctrine, 
for we should expect to be ‘‘ accursed” 
if we did. Ours is the everlasting 
Gospel. Says one, are there many 
Gospels? There are many forms of 
service,” but there is only one Gospel, 
one way to be saved. Is there one 
Lord, one Faith, and one baptism ?’ 
Yes. Then what means this confu- 
sion? From whence isit? It is from 
beneath and net from above. Men 
ask, What shall I do to be saved?” 
You must have faith, and apply that 
faith, you must repent and be baptized. 

I have endeavored while laborin 
here (London Conference) to sp 
the Gospel with all my mind and en- 
ergy. Come and receive this Gospel 
and let us put our hearts together to 
build up the kingdom of God. I am 
thankful to be associated with the 
Latter-day Saints. 

Prest. Burton: As this may pro- 
bably be the last time I[ shall meet you 
in Conference here, I felt it would be 
well to leave you a few words of tes- 
timony. My short sojourn in these 
parts has been amongst the most 
agreeable labors of my life. There 
are some present who do not know what 
our belief is. I appeal to the Saints, 
What have you been taught by these 
Elders who come here as your teachers? 
Have you been taught one single prin- 
ciple of unrighteousness? Have you 
not been taught to be upright, 
virtuous and honest, in every action ? 

There may be some men who do 
wrong in the Church, but this is not 


the fault of the Gospel. They are no 


good to us, no honor to the work. If 
a wicked man calls himself a Latter- 
day Saint, do not charge his sins upon 
the Church. We have no fellowship 
for such a man. 

The Gospel of Christ is as pure and 
holy as God who gave it. ad the 
Uld and New Testaments. 

My brethren and sisters, I want to 
leave with you and my friends my 
testimony. Much evil is spoken about 
Brigham Young, and also about 
Joseph Smith, by men who never 
knew them, and falsehood often tra- 
vels faster than truth, and receives 
more credit. We come to teach the 
Gospel of Eternal life, and we cry, 
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„Worship Him that made heaven and 
earth, and the sea, and the fuuntains 
of waters,” ‘‘for the hour of his 
judgment is come.” 

I knew Joseph Smith in life, and 
knew him to be a man of God, who 
died a martyr to the work of God. I 


know Brigham Young intimately. I | in 


can testify to his devotion to the great 
cause of human redemption. 

We call upon you to believe, repent 
and be baptized. ‘‘He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved.” 
(Mark xvi, 16). The proclamation of 
life has been sounded to the world, 
and many have received it. The pro- 
mise is to the righteous poor that they 
shall inherit the kingdom. War and 
wickedness will increase in spite of the 
efforts of philanthropists, and God’s 
day of vengeance will come upon man- 
kind. Do not for your own sakes 
turn a deaf ear to this message.

Prest. Joseph F. Smith: I feel a

SOMETHING ABOUT SOCRATES. 


-()— 


Socrates was called a philosopher, 
‘but, in the technical sense, he was no 
philosopher. He found philosophy 
tedious, fruitless stuff—a continent of 
mist-clonds, and protested against its 
trash and waste. He said the topics 
that men should study were, human 
nature, why man is here,“ and 
bat is the path of nobleness ?” 

** Know thyself,” was his perpetual 
injunction. He never wrote a book. 
He was not a student. He was a 
home missionary. His method of in- 
struction was direct conversation 
and his field was wherever he could 
get into easy, natural relations witb 
men. He did not look like a phil- 
osopher. To the Athenians he seemed 
dike a dissolate and loafing jester— 
an His head 
in-sha is eyes protru 
to that he boasted he could look both 
ways at once. He had an odd way, 
when he said a good thing, of holding 
his head quite still and rolling his huge 
‘eyes round upon his listeners to drink 
in its effect. He went barefooted, 
with a slouching gait and a seedy 
dress. But he bad thews of brass, 
#inews of oak. He could sit out the 
night over a warm discussion, and 
rising with the sun, proceed upon his 
rounds. 

To discover the true relations of 
Socrates to the Athenians, just im- 
agine him here to-day. At 11, see him 
stop a counsellor who, with brief in 


hand, is just fidgeting to get punc- 
tually to court, to inquire whether it 
is proper to save even a friend from 
justice, and to remind him that there 
will be no eminent counsel for villains 
at the last assize. At 12, he would 
be dropping in among the merchants 
upon in Street. At 1, you weuld 
be sure to see him turning into a chop- 


heuse, and dropping into a seat by the 


side of a friend, who is stirring the 
dressing for a salad ; he orders nothing 
for himself, but falls to arguing that 
eating is not a desirable occupation ; 
that to cultivate an appetite is like 
contracting an itch for the pleasure of 
scratching ; that a man would as 
sensibly wish for an erysipelas, that 
he might have the pleasure of rubbing 
it down with teal duck and venison, 
and that if he insisted in making so 


much of his dinner, he deserved, in 


a future state, to be set filling a col- 
andor with a sieve. At 2, he would 
visit our Postmaster, and expound to 
him the principles of the Ins and the 
Outs, —— forth the difference be- 
tween the love of country, and the 
love of the treasury of the country— 
in the latter case a part being mis- 
taken for the whole. At 3, he would 
be visiting the saloon keepers, expa- 
tiating upon the evils of drinking; 
the example to the rising generation ; 
the wicked adulterations of liquo 
and the drain upon the mental an 
physical man in turning night into 
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day. At twilight, he would call upon 
our schoolmaster, to inquire whether 
ignorance was bliss in some circum- 
stances of life, er if virtue ever was 
inculcated by words, or really in any 
other way than by example. At 7, he 
would be interviewing Uncle Johnny 
G——, to learn the. losses and gains in 
the stock operations of the day, and if 
the great bonanza was really all that 
had been represented. He would 
advance the proposition that stock 
operators were gamblers, and {hat 
gambling was not an employment, but 
the most famous idleness. At 10, he 
would appear barefooted; an unin- 
vited guest of a supper party on the 
hill—the life of the company, making 
the table roar with his mirth till near 
the close, when, by some charming 
allegory or myth, he pushes home the 
at duties of temperance, piety and 
evotion to duty. ner 
At last, however, the people of 
Athens began to tire of him—bhe was 
becoming a bore. The Thirty Tyrants 
who tried him he thanked for sending 
him to hold conference with Orpheus 
and Ajax and the rich society of the 
dead. While he lay fettered in prison, 


Crite, by bribes, had provided a means. 
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of escape, but Socrates declined to flee- 
—he was about leaving for a more fer- 
tile country. The thoughts that urged 
bim to lie still and await his end tuned 
in his ears like the swelling music of 
flutes. He drank the hemlock slowly, 
rolling his huge eyes on his friends the 
while. Then, as he felt his limbs 
grow heavy, he said: 

„We owe a cock to Esculapius,” 
and died, believing in the immortality 
of the soul. * 

The good man died a martyr for the 
right; but whither went his pure 
spirit? He had never seen our Bible ; 
never heard the name of Jesus, never 
rpad an Evangelical creed, never been 
baptized, never joined a church, never 
repeated the Lord’s prayer; yet this 
saintly heathen must have been re- 
ceived up into glory. (He went to the 
place of departed spirits.—Ed.) 

He left no writings of any impor- 
tance; but Plato, one of his disci- 
ples, caught the mantle of his fallen 
teacher, and embodied the religion 
and philosopby of the great man, in 
books, that for more than 2,000 year» 
have been the classic Bible of the 


literary world.—Lyon Co. (Nev.) 
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SOCRATES AND SALVATION. 


In an article on Socrates, the writer 
springs the following question : 

„The good man died a martyr for 
the right: bat whither went his pure 
spirit? He had never seen our Bible; 
never heard the name of Jesus; never 
read an Evangelical creed, never been 


J» baptized, never joined a church, never 


repeated the Lord's prayer; yet this 
saintly heathen must have been re- 
ceived up into glory.” 

The contracted notions entertained 
about the after life are derived from 
the teachi of a spurious Chris- 
tianity. odern theology declares 
that the eternal future condition of 
all persons is determined by their 
belief or disbelief in certain dogmas 
while living in the body. That after 
death there is no possibility of obtain- 
ing any benefit from a change of faith 
or practice. In other words, that a 
person’s salvation or damnation, for- 


ever, is settled on passing from this 
sphere of existence. 

No valid reason is given why this 
should beso. It is not denied that the- 
immortal spirit of man will possess, out. 
of the body, all the powers of mind: 
exercised while incorporated. Indeed: 
it is generally conceded that those- 
faculties and capabilities will be en- 
larged and perfected, rather than 
destroyed or diminished, when the 
opportunities of eternal existence are 


— unclogged by earthly 


I it de possible for men to change 
their views in mortality, why not 
in immortality? If people in the 
body can throw aside error and 
embrace truth, why not when they are 
out of the body? If evil can be 
repented of, and the vicious can 
become regenerate on the earth, why 
not when they leave the earth ? If the 
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true God and his laws can be revealed 
to souls enclosed in the gross material 
of this sphere, why not when they have 
‘* shuffled off this mortal coil!“ 

We can see no reason why the real, 
living, sentient, intelligent personality 
called the soul or spirit, should not 
have opportunities for obtaining intelli- 
gence,not afforded to it while struggling 
through the trials of life in the flesh, 
and of acting in accordance with an 
improved understanding of the right ; 
nor any reason why those who, through 
weakness or wilfulness, fall into dark- 
ness and evil, should not, after paying 
a penalty adequate to and the conse- 
quence of their various degrees of guilt, 
have the chance to reform and become 
better members of the eternal family, 
working in harmony with the rest, and 
in accord with the great Father of all. 

But, we shall be told, the Bible 
teaches the contrary, and the Christian 
religion stamps such ideas as heresy. 
We reply that we have read: the Bible 
and do not see it in that light. There 
are hundreds of conflicting creeds, each 
claiming to be biblical; which is the 
standard? And what is the Christian 
religion I The dogmas thrust upon the 
people for their acceptance on pain of 
eternal fire and everlasting brimstone, 
2 over by a horned and tailed 

evil with a cloven foot, are the off- 
spring of the diseased minds of 
— monks, immured in monas- 
teries, living in unnatural conditions, 
and whose horrible notions of the 
unseen world are a libel upon Deity 
and repulsive to sane humanity. 
Their lurid coloring has tinged all 
the multifarious creeds which have 
grown out of the paganized ecclesias. 
tical system that succeeded the 
Apostolic Church. And the effects 
of their hell-hatched errors are felt 
and seen in every section of the 
‘spurious Christianity, that wrests holy 
writ and twists the words of ancient 
Prophets to support doctrines which 
are to the sayings of Socrates and the 
inspired utterances of heathen sages, 
as the drivelling of idiots to the 
wisdom of Solomon. 

The grand old philosophers who 
taught virtue, practised self-denial, 
and left to posterity a heritage of 
precious aphorisms, as true as the 
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word-gems that dropped from the 
lips.ef the Christ, gone to the regions 
ef the damned to mingle with mur- 
derers, and perjurers and betrayers of 
women, and those who love and make 
a lie! Perish the thought, and out 
upon the priest who would utter such an 
insult to the God of Justice ! 

If there is a divine system of re- 
ligion essential for mankind to believe 
and practise, all must have the oppor- 
tunity of receiving or rejecting it. If 
that religion was introduced by Jesus 
of Nazareth, [It most certainly was.— 
Ep.] then those who lived and died 
before his day of mortality must learn 
of that religion in another world, and 
the same opportunity must be given 
to all nations and races who did_not 
hear it in this life in any age. That 
God requires obedience to or faith in 
something of which a person has never 
heard, and will banish him from eternal 
happiness because he did not believe or 
obey, is a piece of nonsense which no 
one but a preacher of spurious Chris- 
tianity would have the audacity to 
advocate. 

Rational beings are and should be 
accountable for their acts, according to 
the light they receive, or have oppor- 
tunities of receiving. And the results 
of those acts, will, no doubt, come 
back to them, by the law of compen- 
sation. Weshall reap in eternity what 
wo so in time. A virtuous ‘‘heathen” 
will shine brighter in the light of eter- 
nal justice, than acorrupt ‘‘Christian.” 
Socrates is grander than Solomon, Con- 
fucius is greater than Constantine. In 
the classification of immortal intelli- 
gences, every soul will find its true 
level. The thought that there are only 
two spheres, called heaven and hell, for 
the variety of beings who have in- 
habited our little planet, to say aothing 
of others, is unworthy of an intelligent 
mind. And tothink there is no chance 
for improvement, reform and redem 
tion from error and sin in the illimitab 
future, is to misunderstand the capa- 
bilities of the soul, which is adapted 
for endless progression, and the designs 
of that Almighty Being who has formed 
mankind for their happiness and His 
glory. Socrates is all right, and what 
he knows not now, he will know here-

The way to do this will be to adopt such measures as will bring our doctrines 
prominently before the public. We know of no better plan than that adopted 
in all ages by the inspired Teachers of the law—minister to the people in the 
open air. ‘ 

How many great events connected with human redemption have taken place 
beneath the blue canopy of heaven in the open air / 

Moses received the law—Christ preached the Sermon on the Mount“ 
Peter delivered the first Gospel discourse after the crucifiction and resurrection 
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of our Savior—Joseph Smith received the first vision, and the Book of Mor- 
mon, in the OPEN-arR! 

Beloved Saints, brethren and sisters, aid us in the good work; assemble with 
the Elders in the open-air. Come ont and sing the songs of Zion! 

The glorious Cause we are engaged in merits your support —the sincere de- 
votion of the soul. Be firm in the faith—be strong in the truth—always 
abounding in good works—resolve to live your holy religion—say, like one of 
old, As for me and my house we will senve the Lord.” This is an age of 
gaseous effeminacy, ‘‘ good Lord! and good devil.” Truth yielding to error. 
Virtue succumbing to vice. We must be men and women—valiant in right- 
eousness—invincible in integrity : unmovable, like the rock of ages —conquer- 
ing every difficulty—surmounting every obstacle—steadfast in our purpose— 
noble in sentiment and honorable in life. What is there worth living for if it 
is not the blessings to be secured and to be eternally enjoyed in ‘‘ obedience 
unto righteousness?’ It is not possible to be a subject of two powers. 

„No man can serve two masters: for either be will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. 

Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your body, what ye sball put on. Is not 
the life more than meat, and the body than raiment ? 

Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns; yet your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not 
much better than they ? 

Which of you by taking thought can add one cubit unto his etatare? 


And why take ye thought for raiment? Consider the lilies of the field, how 


they grow ; they toil not, neither do they spin : 

And yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. 

Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, which to day is, and to 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith ? 

Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we eat? or, What shall we 
drink! or, Wherewithal shall we be clothed ? 

_ (Por after all these things do the Gentiles seek :) for your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of all these things. 

But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness ; all these things 
shall be added unto you. 

Take therefore no thought for the morrow: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.“ 

„The foundation of God standeth sure, having this seal. The Lord 
knoweth them that are his. And the Servant of the Lord must not strive; but 
be gentle unto all men, apt to teach, patient,—In meekness instructing those 
that oppose themselves; if God peradventure will give them repentance to the 
acknowledging of the truth.” 

They that sow in tears shall reap in joy. He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubtless come again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” 

One of the most interesting Camp Meetings ever held on this earth was that 
in which our Lord so wonderfully manifested his power and Godhead to the 
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Nephites on the continent of America, when he visited that portion of the- 
house of Israel after his resurrection at Jerusalem, as found recorded in the 
9th chap. of Nephi, Book of Mormon.

the dead, whose name was Timothy, and also his son, whose name was Jonas, 
and also Mathoni, and Mathonihab, his brother, and Kumen, and Kumenonhi, 
and Jeremiah, and Shemnon, and Jonas, and Zedekiah, and Isaiah ; now these 
were the names of the disciples whom Jesus had chosen. And it came to pass.

66 Wherefore, he that preacheth and he that reeeiveth, understandeth one 
another, and both are edified and rejoice together.” 

“It shall come to pass, that if you behold a spirit manifested that you can- 
not understand, and you receive not that spirit, ye shall ask of the Father in 
the name of Jesus, and if he give not unto you that spirit, that you may know 
that it is not of God: and it shall be given unto you power over that spirit, 
and you shall proclaim against that spirit with a loud voice that it is not of 
God ; not with railing aceusation, that ye be not overcome, neither with boast- 
ing, nor rejoicing, lest you be seized therewith. He that receiveth of God, 
let him account it of-God, and let him rejoice that he is accounted of God 
worthy to receive, and by giving heed, and doing these things which ye have 
received, and which ye shall hereafter receive: and the KINGDOM is given 
you of the Father, and power to overcome all things which are not ordained of 
Him.” 

‘© A commandment I give unto you, that ‘ye shall declare whatsoever 
things ye declare in my name, in solemnity of heart, in the spirit of meekness, 
in all things. And I give unto you this promise, that inasmuch as ye do this, 
the Holy Ghost ahall be shed forth in bearing record unto all things whatsoever 
ve shall say.” 

Wherefore go forth, crying with a loud voice, saying, the Kingdom of 
Heaven is at hand; crying Hosanna! blessed be the name of the Most High 
God. Go forth baptizing with water, preparing the way before my face, for 
the time of my coming ; for the time is at hand ; the day nor the hour no man 
knoweth ; but it sure!y shall come, and he that receiveth these things receiveth 
me and they shall be gachered unto me in time and in eternity. 

And again, it shall code to pass, that on as many as ye shall baptize with 
water, ye shall lay your hai 48, and they shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, and shall be looking fo, th for the signs of my coming, and shall know 
me. Behold, I come quickly, Even so. Amen.”

Finally, my brethren, be strong ‘in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. 

Put on the whole armour of God, that ye“ may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil. 

For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness o. this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places. 
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Wherefore take anto you the whole armour of God, that ye may be able to 
withstand in the evil day, and having done all, to stand. 

Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness ; | 

And your feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of peace; 

Above all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked. 

And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God. ”

and overflowing in the afternoon an 

evening. I never saw better attention. 
The Conference was remarkable for the 
excellent spirit abounding—the large 
numbers attending—and * good 
attention paid throughout the day.

As a rule we have 
seen eye to eye, and the Lord has 
blessed our united efforts to further 
his cause upon the earth, the effects of 
which I trust will yet be seen, even 
though it should be ‘‘after many 


am gratified in saying that we are 
united with you in regard to holding 
meetings in the open air. For I re- 
alize in that we are actuated by the 
same spirit; for on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday of May 4th, 5th 
and 6th, I held meetings in the open 
air, at the following places in Lincoln- 
shire: Sleeford, Swineshead and Wig- 
loft; and had attentive andiences at 
each place. The following Sunday, 
May the 9th, I received instructions 
by letter from brother Lyman for me 
to hold meetings in the open air; and 
to advise the brethren in my travels 
to do the same during the fine weather 
and long days. The MILLENNIAL Srax, 
of May 10th, contained an editorial 
upon the same impertant subject. 
From May 2nd to the 16th I held seven 
meetings in the open air, and was 
greatly blessed with the gift of utter- 
ance while addressing them ; and at 
which, in all probability, I bore tes- 
timony to the restoration of the Gospel 
to more persons not of our faith, than 
I would at thirty of our in-door meet- 
ings.

the gift of the Holy Ghost by the lay- 
ing on of the hands, when eight years 
old.“ D. & C., sec. 22, par. 4. 

Read how the Lord exhorted parents 
in the days of Moses to impress his 
laws upon the minds of their little 
ones. Thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt talk 
of them when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up.
